it ever teaches Hong Kong ut-all 

Thero ia nv preventive service in China, 
Por ign ships xt Houg Kong and the ports 
are carefully watched by thy foreigu ships 
custome ; but over the jauks, save at Hong 
Kong, there is pructicuily no control what- 
ever ;-with the gegistanco’ of the Hong 
Kong police, and tho preventive measures
